Marcel  Grandjany.  brilliant  French 
harpist,  who  has  been  acclaimed  on 
two  continents  as  outstanding  among 
players  of  that  instrument,  will  ap- 
pear in  a concert  program  at  the 
Provo  Tabernacle,  Thursday,  January 
28th  at  8:15  p.  m.,  under  the  auspices 
of  Father  J.  G.  Delaire  for  the  benefit 
of  the  new  Catholic  church.

The  first  three  class  periods  of 
Professor  Cumming’s  phonetic  class 
were  given  to  Dean  De  Jong  for  the 
purpose  of  acquainting  the  students 
with  the  “Physics  of  Sound.”

At  the  Ogden  Livestock  show  “We 
were  beaten  but  the  fellows  gave  a 
splendid  account  of  themselves,” 
stated  Professor  Cannon. 

Accompanied  by  Dr.  Martin  and 
Professor  Cannon  the  following  men, 
LeGrand  Jarman,  Carl  Miller,  How- 
ard Roberts,  Owen  Smoot,  Mark 
Stark,  Berne  Broadbent  and  Blaine 
Hansen,  left  Provo  Thursday  morn- 
ing. They  were  guests  of  the 
American  Packing  Company  of 
Ogden  for  luncheon. 

The  contest  was  held  in  the  after- 
noon. There  were  four  rings  of 
stock  to  be  judged.  One  of  dairy 
cattle,  one  of  beef  cattle,  one  of 
swine  and  one  of  sheep.  The  team 
had  high  score  in  their  judgment  of 
dairy  cattle  and  beef  cattle.  They 
lost  on  the  swine  by  a small  margin 
and  also  on  the  sheep  judging. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  highest 
score  made  by  any  man  on  a ring  was 
a Young  University  man  who  scored 
99  out  of  a possible  100. 

“Throughout,  the  men  were  strong- 
ly consistent  in  placement,  which  is 
a prime  thing  to  be  striven  for  in 
judging,”  added  Professor  Cannon. 

“The  show  was  exceptionally  strong 
throughout,  the  best  it  has  been,  and 
the  boys  had  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  .study  the  best  types  of  livestock. 
We  visited  the  Potter  farm,  five  miles 
north  of  Ogden  and  saw  the  fa. nous 
cow  Sarah  Anne  Duplicate,  which  was 
given  honor  by  a group  of  National 
judges  as  the  best  Holstein  cow  in 
the  American  show  circuit  this  year. 
Last  year  she  was  the  highest  produc- 
ing four-year-old  in  the  United  States. 

The  team  will  continue  their  work 
in  preparation  for  the  next  contest 
which  will  be  held  at  the  Salt  Lake 
Livestock  show  in  June.

In  the  girls’  meeting  Friday,  Miss 
Warnick  spoke  on  the  subject  of 
“Eating  for  Health  and  Beauty,”  and 
matters  were  discussed  concerning 
the  care  of  the  nursery  during  Lead- 
ership Week. 

Miss  Warnick,  head  of  the  home 
economics  work),  began  by  pointing 
out  the  necessity  of  girls  eating  for 
improvement.  She  said  “Some  people 
think  that  we  eat  for  pleasure  rather 
than  the  benefits  we  may  receive  from 
eating.” 

“Ninety  per  cent  of  the  preventable 
diseases  are  due  to  faulty  diet  and 
health  workers  are  doing  everything 
possible  to  control  these  diseases. 
While  contagious  diseases  are  de- 
creasing in  children,  systemic  diseases 
of  adults  .are  increasing  due  to  faulty 
diet  in  childhood.” 

“Proper  food  makes  beauty  by 
health  and  gives  vigor  that  outshines 
features  and  form.  Each  day  every 
girl  in  school  should  have  two  glasses 
of  milk,  two  servings  of  vegetables, 
one  uncooked  and  one  cooked  and 
some  bulk,  possibly  in  the  form  of 
cereal  in  whole  grain,  well  cooked 
and  well  served. 

“One  frequently  hears  some  girl 
speak  of  reducing.  Nothing  is  as 
valuable  as  proper  weight.  This  does 
not  mean  that  girls  should  quit  eat- 
ing of  all  kinds  of  foods.  She  should 
get  assistance  in  choosing  a reducing 
diet.  Girls  should  not  miss  meals. 
Every  girl  needs  some  breakfast.  I( 
has  often  been  said  the  way  to  a man’s 
heart  leads  through  his  stomach.  It 
may  be  aptly  said  that  the  way  to  a 
girl’s  heart  and  beauty  is  through  her 
stomach.” 

After  Miss  Warnick’s  talk,  Marine 
Garret  sang  two  vocal  solos. 

Miss  Libbie  Cook  explained  a few 
of  the  arrangements  that  have  been 
made  concerning  the  nursery  to  be 
conducted  during  Leadership  Week 
by  the  A.  W.  S.  The  new  girls  were 
also  organized  into  their  family  groups 
at  this  meeting.

“It  is  often  from  great  adversity 
that  great  things  grow,”  said  J.  vl. 
Jensen  in  his  lecture  in  devotional 
last  Wednesday  morning. 

The  speaker  first  told  of  adversities 
of  two  great  men,  Leland  Stanford 
and  Harry  Lauder  showing  how  they 
had  been  strikingly  alike.  He  point- 
ed out,  “Harry  Lauder  in  all  his  tour- 
ing was  accompanied  by  his  only  son. 
They  were  great  pals  and  enjoyed  life 
mutually.  All  the  father’s  life  was 
for  his  son.  All  the  son’s  hopes  and 
ideals  were  embodied  in  his  father. 
Then  came  the  war.  Lauder  junior 
was  among  those  sacrificed.” 

The  great  singer  was  stunned  by 
the  blow.  He  withdrew  from  the  stage 
resolving  never  to  appear  there  again. 

The  world,  however,  needed  him  in 
its  trials  as  never  before  and  begged 
his  return.  He  did  return,  but  on  the 
condition  that  most  of  his  large  for- 
tune as  well  as  all  the  money  he 
should  acquire  in  his  work  wouli  be 
used  to  establish  in  memory  j£  his 
son,  hospitals  to  care  for  victime  of 
the  war.  This  out  of  adversity. 

“Then  Leland  Stanford,  perhaps  the 
outstanding  pioneer  of  California,  had 
all  of  his  hopes  and  desires  similarly 
centered  about  a son.  A like  misfor- 
tune befell  him.  It  is  now  twenty- 
six  years  ago  that  this  man  said,  “I 
have  lost  my  son;  the  boys  and  girls 
of  California  shall  be  my  children.” 
With  his  great  fortune  Leland  Stan- 
ford established  The  University  of 
Leland  Stanford  Jr.  The  purposes 
and  creed  of  the  institution  being  the 
highest. 

Out  of  the  wonderful  spirit  of  the 
school  has  grown  the  splendid  honor 
system  which  now  disciplines  the  in- 
stitution. At  examination  time,  the 
professor  leaves  the  questions  with  the 
class  and  returns  for  the  papers  at 
the  end  of  the  period.  I have  never 
observed  cheating  in  the  school.  It 
is  idealistic  but  it  works.  Why?  Be- 
cause it  was  originated  by  the  stu- 
dents.” The  professor  continued  by 
showing  many  things  in  common 
with  Stanford  and  Brigham  Young 
University.  “They  have  both  been 
strengthened  by  adversity.” 

In  concluding  the  speaker  said, 
But  there  is  always  opportunity  to 
do  and  accomplish  with  or  without 
adversity.  When  in  adversity  look  to 
the  stars.  Look  too  at  the  mountains 
and  things  in  daylight.  And  above 
all  things  do  have  vision.”

Now  is  the  time  for  all  good  members  to 
come  to  the  aid  of  their  clubs.

Now  is 
the  time  when  winning  acts  are  developed. 
Now  is  the  time  when  the  fun  begins.  Now 
is  the  time ! 

The  purpose  of  the  Pep  Vodie  is  to  pro- 
vide a form  of  rally  for  the  great  Utah  game 
here  on  February  12th  and  13th,  and  at  the 
same  time  give  the  clubs  a chance  for  compe- 
tition as  well  as  to  furnish  some  high  class 
entertainment  for  the  student  body.  If  this 
purpose  is  to  be  accomplished,  it  is  of  course 
necessary  that  work  begin  soon  on  the  affaii, 
and  therefore  it  is  not  out  of  place  to  remind 
the  various  clubs  that  now  is  the  time. 


Tonight  the  Student  Body  Council  will 
discuss  the  problem  of  using  the  “Y”  on  club 
pins.  The  suggestion  was  made  in  a meet- 
ing some  time  ago  that  the  present  promiscu- 
ous use  of  the  plain  “Y”  be  curtailed  and 
reserved  for  the  use  of  the  student  body  as 
an  honor  emblem  only. 

Since  the  matter  has  become  crystallized, 
it  appears  that  the  issue  is:  Which  is  of  more 
value  to  the  student  body ; to  use  its  letter  as 
a means  of  distinguishing  the  honor  students 
and  to  signify  excellency  in  student  activities 
or  let  it  be  possible  for  every  student  to  ob- 
tain a “Y”  that  his  wearing  of  it  may  serve 
the  double  purpose  of  indicating  his  affiliation 
with  Young  University  and  at  the  same  time, 
advertise  the  University. 

For  the  past  five  years  the  question  has 
been  discussed  to  a certain  extent  but  has 
always  been  dropped  because  it  was  felt  that* 
such  a change  would  cause  much  trouble,  due 
to  operation  of  present  rules  and  customs  and 
that  the  value  gained  would  not  be  worth  the 
trouble  caused  by  such  a change.  Was  there 
ever  a change  made  that  did  not  cause  in- 
convenience? 

Is  it  worth  anything  to  the  student  body 
to'  boost  the  letter  to  a place  such  that  a “Y” 
of  any  kind  found  on  the  campus  will  repre- 
sent actual  achievement  of  excellence  in  some 
activity  ? 

It  is  the  few  instances  of  close  similarity 
between  certain  club  “Y’s”  and  honor  “Y’s” 
that  is  causing  most  criticism,  for  when  a cer- 
tain emblem  begins  to  resemble  an  honor  pin, 
that  pin  begins  to  lost  its  honorary  value. 

Is  this  a desirable  situation  in  student 
honors  ? 

In  a very  few  cases,  the  “Y”  is  almost  a 
necessity  on  the  club  pin.  In  these  cases,  if 
the  student  body  wishes  to  permit  the  use  of 
the  “Y”,  the  least  it  can  do  is  to  require  a 
marked  distinction  between  the  club  pin  and 
the  honor  pins. 

However,  if  anything  at  all  is  done,  why 
not  take  a complete  step  and  make  the  plain 
“Y”  as  well  as  the  block  “Y”  a letter  to  signi- 
fy nothing  but  excellency.

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NORTHWESTERN  TO  BREAK 
FIRST  GROUND  FOR  NEW 
STADIUM  NEXT  SPRING 


Northwestern  University  is  planning 
to  break  the  first  ground  for  its  pro- 
posed new  athletic  stadium  as  early 
in  the  spring  as  the  weather  will  per- 
mit. Work  will  then  proceed  rapidly 
and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the 
initial  structure  of  two  decks  with 
49,000  permanent  seats  will  be  com- 
pleted by  the  opening  of  the  football 
season  in  the  fall. 

The  Purple  stadium  is  planned  as 
a three  decker,  but  due  to  the  rigid 
zonmfi  ordinance  existent  in  the  city 
of  Evanston  only  two  decks,  eighty 
feet  in  height,  will  be  constructed  at 
this  time.  The  third  deck  will  be 
added,  with  the  consent  of  the  Evan- 
ston city  fathers,  when  the  need  is 
acute.  The  three-decker,  however,  is 
the  stadium  as  planned  by  James 
Gamble  Rogers,  New  York  architect, 
and  Gavin  Hadden,  stadium  engineer. 
When  entirely  finished  the  structure 
will  be  126  feet  high,  with  a total 
seating  capacity,  including  end  seats, 
of  about  75,000.  Next  fall  when  the 
big  games  bring  an  unusual  demand 
for  tickets,  the  two-decker  stadium 
probably  will  be  taxed  to  capacity,  in 
which  event  temporary  end  seats  -o 
accommodate  at  least  six  thousmd 
will  be  erected. 

The  plans  of  the  completed  plant 
not  only  include  three  decks  but  per- 
manent seats  at  the  south  end  of  the 
field  to  accommodate  3,500  and  a 
place  for  temporary  stands  to  seat 
6,000.  Thus  the  final  seating  capacity 
or  the  plant  will  seat  75,000.

Report  On  Football 
By  Graduate  Manager 
Shows  Improvement 


Football  is  gradually  perking  up  at 
Brigham  Young  University,  acording 
to  the  report  of  Graduate  Manager 
Mieth  Maeser.  His  financial  report, 
read  and  accepted  by  the  athletic 
council  of  the  institution,  indicates 
that  finances  at  this  season  of  the 
year  are  in  better  shape  than  they  had 
ever  been  before. 

The  report  shows  a net  deficit  of 
$3900  for  football.  While  this  seems 
an  enormous  sum  of  money  to  the 
officials  who  have  their  fingers  on  the 
situation  it  is  gratifying  that  it  is  not 
more.  Two  rather  large  doctor  bills, 
and  continued  trouble  with'  the  ath- 
letic field  accounted  for  a part  of  this 
deficit. 

The  outlook  for  next  year  would  be 
extremely  good  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  Brigham  Young  must  make 
three  long  trips  during  the  football 
season.  The  Cougars  must  go 
Montana,  to  Greeley,  Colorado,  and  to

Promising  Combination  for 
Main  Team. 


Dickinson  R.  M.  C.  Rating 

According  to  the  Dickinson  football  rating  recently  released,  B.  Y.  U. 
is  given  sixth  place  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference.  This  system  quite 
effectively  overcomes  the  possibility  of  a certain  team  lining  up  only  weak 
teams  and  expecting  to  win  a championship  through  the  usual  percentage 
method.  While  rating  on  the  persentage  basis  will  apply  to  baseball  where 
every  team  plays  every  other  team,  this  system  cannot  be  effectively  used  in 
football  because  of  the  fact  that  a team  cannot  play  all  other  teams  in  the 
conference  during  a season.  The  Dickinson  system  overcomes  this  trouble 
by  rating  a team  according  to  the  strength  of  the  teams  it  defeats  rather  than 
the  number  of  teams  it  defeats. 

According  to  the  Dickinson  Football  Rating  system  Colorado  Aggies 
won  the  Rocky  Mountain  championship  with  Utah  Aggies  in  second  place. 

The  complete  ratings,  which  were  released  by  Professor  Frank  G.  Dick- 
inson of  Illinois  University  recently  are  as  follows:

ments.  The  encounter  was  with  the 
Southeastern  College  of  Oklahoma, 
who  were  state  title  holders,  not 
only  of  Oklahoma  but  of  the  A.  A. 
U.  title,  having  defeated  the  best 
teams  in  two  other  southern  states. 
The  Indians  put  up  a good  battle,  but 
were  somewhat  handicapped  in  that 
they  had  traveled  that  day  from 
Wyoming,  and  had  played  seven 
games  in  nine  nights. 

To  the  students  the  game  was  in- 
teresting  from  the  standpoint  of 
watching  several  new  men  on  the 
floor,  some  of  whom  occupied  all- 
state  places  in  the  high  school 
matches  of  last  year.  The  squad 
trotted  out  on  the  floor,  consisted  of 
thirteen  men.  Ten  of  this  number 
played  in  the  game. 

The  game  started  off  with  “Buck' 
Dixon,  Romney  and  Howard  at  their 
old  positions,  and  Collins,  all  state 
guard,  teaming  with  Howard;  and 
Swenson,  a star  of  three  years  ago, 
working  as  a fast  mate  for  “Buck.” 
This  combination  seemed  to  be  in 
better  practice,  as  they  received  con- 
siderable training  during  the  holidays 
The  new-comers  proved  capable  of 
handling  their  positions  and  the  sea- 
soned players  exhibited  no  less  degree 
of  proficiency.  Romney  had  the  best 
of  the  center  jump  and  led  the  scor- 
ing with  eleven  field  goals  to  his 
credit. 

The  game  began  rather  slow,  with 
Oklahoma  getting  the  first  point  of 
the  contest  on  a foul  pitch.  Cart- 
wright, center,  aptly  displayed  the 
use  of  the  pivot.  This  play  seemed 
somewhat  baffling  to  the  Cougars,  and 
required  some  little  time  for  them  to 
get  on  to  the  fact  that  one  can  whirl 
faster  than  he  can  run.  In  the  first 
part  of  the  game,  Romney  tipped  in 
three  field  goals,  and  Swenson  finish- 
ed the  score  of  eight  for  the  first 
quarter.  In  the  second  quarter  Fred 
“Frosty”  Richards  substituted  for 
Swenson  at  forward.  In  this  section 
of  the  game  the  Cougars  didn’t  do 
so  much,  getting  only  three  counters 
as  against  six  for  the  Savages. 

The  third  quarter  was  a whirl  wind 
for  the  first  few  minutes  of  play  on 
the  part  of  the  Cougars.  Within  five 
minutes  they  had  piled  up  ten  points 
more  and  given  the  Indians  a real 
sou'wester,  they  having  to  call  time 
out  to  determine  the  difficulty.  In 
this  quarter  Laughlin  was  substituted 
for  Summerall,  and  every  man  for  the 
Indians  had  a chance  to  show  thei:

FOOTBALL  REPORT 

(Continued  from  page  three) 

Gunnison,  Colo.,  in  order  to  return 
the  games  played  by  those  institu- 
tions in  Provo  this  year.  The  home 
schedule,  however,  is  ideal. 

The  Cougars  have  three  stellar  at- 
tractions at  home  next  year,  and, 
strangely  enough,  all  of  these  attrac- 
tions are  Aggies.  In  other  words,  the 
Cougars  are  going  to  battle  with  Ag- 
gricultural  colleges  altogether 
Provo.  They  are:  California  Aggies, 
October  2;  Utah  Aggies,  November  16 
the  Founders’  Day  Home  Coming 
game;  and  the  Colorado  Aggies, 
November  20.  All  of  these  teams  are 
great  organizations  and  will  give  the 
home  fans  some  great  football. 

While  home  games  in  Provo  are, 
more  expensive  to  Young  University 
than  games  played  away  from  home 
that  carry  good  guarantees,  with 
three  stellar  attractions  the  officials 
are  hoping  that  the  deficit  for  football 
next  year  will  be  less  than  this  year. 

Better  Accommodations 

Coach  E.  L.  Roberts  reported  at 
the  recent  athletic  council  meeting 
that  conditions  at  the  University  have 
been  better  this  year  than  ever  before. 
The  addition  of  a practice  field, 
though  for  lack  of  conditioning  it  was 
a poor  one,  added  greatly  in  the  con- 
ditioning of  the  men.  The  field  dur- 
ing most  of  the  season  was  in  com- 
paratively good  shape.  Towards  the 
latter  part  of  football,  however,  it  be- 
came hard  and  more  or  less  danger- 
ous to  the  men.  He  also  mentioned 
that  the  addition  of  training  quarters 
nearer  to  the  practice  field  'did  much 
towards  keeping  the  men  interested 
in  the  sport  and  saved  considerable 
expense  upon  football  quipftnent. 
While  these  quarters  are  not  of  the 
best,  the  coach  is  of  the  opinion  they 
did  their  share  towards  landing  the 
Cougars  half  way  up  in  the  percentage 
column.  Another  feature  introduced 
this  year  at  Young  which  added 
greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  teams 
was  the  installation  of  powerful 
electric  lights  on  the  field  in  order 
that  the  men  might  get  an  hour’s  ad- 
ditional practice  each  day.  These 
lights  made  it  possible  for  the  men 
to  practice  long  after  the  darkness 
had  settled  over  the  valley. 

The  coach  reported  that  work 
would  be  done  on  the  present  “Y” 
field  to  put  it  into  good  shape  for 
next  year’s  games.  Since  it  will  be 
impossible  to  make  a field  on  the 
stadium  site  at  present  owing  to  the 
great  cost,  the  present  athletic  field  is 
to  be  improved. 

Basketball  Details 

The  schedules  for  other  athletic 
events  were  read  and  confirmed  at  the 
meeting.  The  prices  for  basketball 
games  were  fixed  at  fifty  cents  for 
practice  games  and  one  dollar  for  all 
league  games.  The  public  will  be 
able,  on  account  of  lack  of  seating 
space,  to  buy  nothing  but  reserved 
seats.  These  will  be  one  dollar.  Stu- 
dents only  will  be  admitted  on  gen- 
eral admission  prices. 

The  B.  Y.  U.  band  will  be  admitted 
free  of  charge  to  all  contests,  pro- 
vided they  bring  their  instruments  to 
the  game  and  take  their  places  in  the 
band  stand  at  the  north  end  of  the 
hall. 

The  seating  situation  has  become 
acute.  The  “Y”  hall  is  far  too  small 
to  accommodate  the  students,  were  all 
of  them  to  turn  out  at  any  one  game. 
This  makes  it  necessary  for  the  of- 
ficials to  be  very  conservative  with 
complimentary  tickets.  In  fact,  it  is 
probable  that  no  such  tickets  will  be 
issued  this  season.  The  institution 
will  do  its  best  to  accommodate  the 
visiting  officials,  however,  especially 
if  notification  of  the  visit  is  received 
in  advance  before  the  tickets  are  all 
gone.
